stock. While on the other hand, there 
certainly is nothing wrong in one con- 
secrating himself and all he has to God 
and asking God’s blessings upon himself 
and that which he owns. God’s promises 
to man are manifold. In Deut. 7:12 God 
made a special promise to Israel. If they 
would hearken unto His judgments and 
keep them, He would love Israel and 
multiply him and the fruit of his land, 
his corn, wine, oil, cattle, and sheep. In 
verse 14 He says, “Thou shalt be blessed 
above all people.” In Malachi 3:10, 11, 
God promised a special blessing upon 
those who gave to Him the tithe of their 
increase, and said, “And I will rebuke 
the devourer for your sakes, and he shall 
not destroy the fruits of your ground; 
neither shall your vine cast her fruit be- 
fore the time in the field.” God is abun- 
dantly able to rebuke the devourers of 
vegetation and the devourer of animals, 
therefore it seems to us that it is in or- 
der for the child of God to ask God’s 
help and blessings upon himself and all 
that he has, and this, of course, takes in 
healing for the body and care for that 
which one owns.

Answer: There are certain phrases and 
words contained in these verses that 
should be studied very clocely, but to be- 
gin with it must first be understood 
that the Apostle Peter is giving a de- 
scription of the terrible things that are 
to come upon people to show them the 
necessity of being ready to escape. The 
day of the Lord is described in verse 10 
as being a time when the heavens shall 
pass away and the elements shall melt 
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with fervent heat, the earth and its works 
being burned. But again speaking of the 
day of the Lord, in the 12th verse Peter 
has admonished that we look for and 
hasten unto the coming of the day of 
the Lord; therefore it must be under- 
stood that the day of the Lord has two 
phases. One is the day of His judgments, 
a day of trials and tribulaticns upon the 
earth, which is preparatory to the day 
of the Lord in which He shall re'gn until 
He has put all things under His feet. 
The 10th verse may or may not refer to 
the final consummation and complete 
renovation of all things. There will cer- 
tainly be a purging of evil in the form 
of the punishment and destruction of 
the antichrist and his armies when Christ 
returns to the earth and wages war 
against these representatives and cohorts 
of Satan. It is after this terrible calamity 
that the child of God is inv'ted to look 
upon and the picture which is drawn of 
the reign of Christ is the inviting aspect 
of the day of the Lord.

In the few years we have been in the 
ministry there has been presented to us 
at several times the scripture “For as he 
thinketh in his heart, so is he.” It seems 
that several have been caused to feel that 
they had backslidden because of a temp- 
tation Satan had presented them, so they 
gave up and went back in sin. They may 
have fallen had this verse never been 
called to their mind. Who knows? Still it 
has impressed us deeply that many do not 
understand the difference in the carnal 
nature of man, which a born-again per- 
son is dead to, and temptation. Notice, I 
said a born-again person was dead to the 
carnal nature and not that the carnal 
nature was dead to him. Now let us get 
into our subject. 


Carnal, “belonging to the flesh in dis- 
tinction from the spirit. It does not neces- 
sarily infer sin, although when definitely 
contrasted with spirit it sometimes is so 
intended. It comes from the Latin ‘carnis’ 
meaning ‘flesh.’” (Cruden’s) 


Rom. 7:14, 15, gives us one of these 
examples of contrast between spirit and 
carnality. Paul says, “For we know that 
the law is spiritual: but I am carnal, sold 
under sin. For that which I do I allow 
not: for what I would, that do I not; 
but what I hate, that do I.” (Read entire 
chapters 7 and 8.) Paul here shows how 
a man being born of the flesh is carnal 
in mind and action. This has been true 
since the original sin of Adam and Eve 
in the garden of Eden when they sold 
themselves and future generations into 
captivity of sin. Hence Paul and all others 
of mankind are “carnal, sold under sin.” 
Therefore we (as carnal) have need of 
that new birth (John 3:3) which makes 
us a new creation (Eph. 4:21-24) and not 
apt to the sins of the flesh; that is, car- 
nality. The carnal works against godliness 
and “is not subject to the law of God, 
neither indeed can be. So then they that 
are in the flesh cannot please God,” for 
they are sold unto sin. “But ye are not in 
the flesh but in the Spirit, if so be that the 
Spirit of God dwell in you.” “And if 
Christ be in you, the body is dead because 
of sin; but the Spirit is life because of 
righteousness.” Rom. 8:7-10. Not that 
we must be literally dead to live after 
the Spirit, but to be dead to the inbred 
carnal nature, which is of the body be- 
cause of sin, and to be alive to the spirit 
and spiritual things because of our Sav- 
ior, Jesus Christ, who has redeemed us 
from the bonds of sin, into which we were 
sold at the fall of Adam, and are now 
made to live anew with Him. 1 Cor. 15: 
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22, “For as in Adam all die, even so in 
Christ shall all be made alive.” Being then 
in Christ we are no longer under the law 
and sin hath no more dominion over us, 
even as it hath not over Christ “who is 
made, not after the law of a carnal com- 
mandment, but after the power of an 
endless life,” Heb. 7:16. Therefore, “we 
know that whosoever is born of God 
sinneth not,” 1 John 5:18, not that he is 
immune to sin but being born of God does 
not sin as a natural action of life as he 
has been freed from the bondage of car- 
nality and sin, therefore he must be first

Is “the endeavor of the evil one or of 
evil men to cause a man to commit sin. 
It is nearly always in this sense that the 
word ‘temptation’ is used.” (Cruden’s)

of being tempted as sin is his natural 
sphere. Some go deeper in sin than others 
but all not born again of the Spirit do 
sin “for whatsoever is not of faith is sin.” 
Rom. 14:23. Now temptation is not sin 
for every child of God is tempted. “Bless- 
ed is the man that endureth temptation: 
for when he is tried, he shall receive the 
crown of life.” Then the reward is not

to be gained through not being tempted 
but through not obeying that evil one 
who causes us to be tempted. “Let no 
man say when he is tempted, I am tempt- 
ed of God: for God cannot be tempted 
with evil, neither tempteth he any man: 
But every man is tempted when he is 
drawn away of his own lust, and enticed. 
Then when lust hath conceived, it bring- 
eth forth sin: and sin, when it is finished, 
bringeth forth death.” Jas. 1:12-15. This 
would seem to contradict 1 John 5:18, 
“Whosoever is born of God sinneth not,” 
yet the latter phrase of this sentence, 
“sin . . . bringeth forth death,” having 
a twofold meaning, shows only the truth- 
fulness of this fact in that sin causes 
death to the new birth which has been 
consummated in every real child of God. 
When this death has occurred the carnal 
nature which was put out takes repos- 
session of the being which has sinned and 
his position is worse than though he 
had never been born again, “for it had 
been better for them not to have known 
the way of righteousness, than, after they 
have known it, to turn from the holy 
commandment delivered unto them,” 2 
Peter 2:21. 


As is aforesaid, “Every child of God 
is tempted,” but, “there is no temptation 
taken you but such as is common to man; 
but God is faithful, who will not suffer 
you to be tempted above that ye are able, 
but will with the temptation also make 
a way to escape, that ye may be able to 
bear it,” 1 Cor. 10:13. Knowing these 
things let us remember to “be sober, be 
vigilant; because your adversary the devil, 
as a roaring lion, walketh about, seeking 
whom he may devour,” 1 Peter 5:8. “‘Sub- 
mit yourselves therefore to God.

GAMBLING FOR 
CHRIST’S SAKE (?) 
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FROM earliest times Christianity 
has had its leaders which have ag- 
gressively opposed all forms of 
chance-taking, and our Christian America was founded by 
people of this type; but what does the outlook show in this 
wonderful country now relative to gambling? An art'cle in 
the National Probibitionist tells us that 
war or no war, the average American 
still has an itch to do a little betting— 
you might call it gambling—now and 
then. That’s the indication from a new 
survey by the American Institute of 
Public Opinion, which shows that more 
than five Americans in every ten, 54 
per cent to be exact, say they have made 
money on the betting line at least once 
in the last twelve months, or played for 
stakes in some game of chance. 

With an adult population of somewhat 
more than 80 million men and women, 
the survey indicates that about 43 mil- 
lion of them have succumbed to the bet- 
ting or gambling temptation at least 
once in a year. This within itself might 
be alarming, but after all, it is not hard 
to think that more than 50 per cent of 
our country is non-Christian, that more 
than 50 per cent of any one country is far from leading a 
strict Christian life. But one of the things that is appalling is 
the kinds of gambling participated in according to the find- 
ings of the gallup poll. The survey shows that the commonest 
forms of gambling are not betting on horses, playing the 
“numbers” game or taking a spin at roulette, but rather buy- 
ing tickets to church-conducted lotteries and raffles, playing 
cards for money at the neighbors’ house or slipping a nickel 
or dime into a near-by pinball or slot machine. 

Twenty-four per cent canvassed in the poll said they par- 
took in the church lotteries. The argument in favor of this is 
that since men have an urge to gamble, this urge might be 
harnessed and the money used for the furtherance of church 
work. Some of those who reported that they had bought 
tickets to church lotteries said they didn’t consider that they 
were engaged in gambling, since the proceeds went to charitable 
causes. Once again we are confronted with the theory that the 
end justifies the means, but this certainly is foreign to the 
teaching of our Lord and the mild, humble, sincere, honest 
example which He set. One can only do for Christ’s sake those

THE BIBLE tian spirit which has been bolstered by the 

Nazi regime in Germany, the Protestant Voice 
tells us that the Germans are buying more Bibles now than 
ever, according to an article from Geneva, November 6: “The 
German public is buying more Bibles and religious books than 
ever before and the clergy is exercising little, if any, caution 
in defending from the pulpit the rights of the Christian Church 
as opposed to Nazi ideology, according to an article appearing 
in a Swiss publication.” 

One traveler in Germany said, “The church is the only 
place where the German of today can still hear a comparatively 
free, true, courageous word.” He further states that he was 
astonished and rejoiced to see that preachers were not over- 
cautious, that their preaching was right up-to-date and dealt 
exclusively with fundamental truths of Christianity. 

Just how true these reports are, may be questioned; but 
when one thinks of the great man Martin Luther and of the 
teaching of this great reformer which fastened itself upon the 
masses, it is hard to believe that even the powerful Hitler will 
be able to stamp all traces of its effects from the German race. 
The spirit of Christianity may for a 
while in any nation be trampled under 
feet, but once it has been implanted it 
will rise again. The spirit of freedom 
likewise may seem for a while complete- 
ly driven into oblivion, but again the 
spirit of freedom will rise. Such has been 
proven true in all of the major countries 
of the world. So, regardless of the war 
now in any of the countries where it is 
raging, and regardless of what seems to 
be spontaneous and temporary effects, 
the Word of God will stand, and when 
the smoke of the battles which are waged 
against it has all cleared away the Word 
of God will still remain as firmly fixed 
as He who spoke it. 


A BEAUTIFUL — EVER since the time 
PRAYER of Cain, in the time 

of adversity, calami- 
ty and trouble men have begun to call on God. The judgments 
being abroad in the land—war, disease, and famine—seem to 
make men to become prayer conscious. In order for this prayer 
consciousness to be of real worth, it must be backed by some- 
thing more than fear.

Before the Assembly the prospects for 
the school were better than ever before, 
but as soon as the announcement was 
made that there would be no Assembly 
this year, we began to receive letters can- 
celling applications, and saying they 
would have no way to come. Therefore, 
when school started we were afraid that 
we would not have as many as last year, 
but new ones have kept coming until our 
enrollment is not far below last year’s. 
The high school department is far above 
our expectation; also the college depart- 
ment has enrolled between thirty-five or 
forty, which is really more than we had 
expected. The music department has been 
climbing until we are teaching approxi- 
mately 1,000 private lessons a month. 
Many of the local people are taking ad- 
vantage of our commercial department. 
We have the largest enrollment in this 
department that we have ever had. 


The new teachers are becoming ad- 
justed to their work, and all seem to be 
very happy and enthusiastic. Most of the 
students are doing very good work. We 
are requiring more from them than ever

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before, and feel that there has been a re- 
markable improvement. 

We have been delayed some on our new 
building because of the scarcity of ma- 
terials, but the work is going on and the 
brick is up to the second story. Most of 
the material is now in sight, and we feel 
that we can proceed without further 
delay. We hope to have it completed be- 
fore the close of school. It will contain 
twice the floor space of the present ad- 
ministration building. The first floor will 
be occunied by the kitchen and dining 
room. The second floor will consist of 
classrooms; the auditorium will be on the 
third floor. which will seat at least 1,000, 
and the fourth floor will consist of music 
rooms, 

We believe that this will be the most 
profitable term of school in its history.

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A Motor Trip Where Cars Had 
Never Been

We had written of our coming, and the 
news had spread. About dusk people be- 
gan to arrive on beautiful riding horses, 
on lazy burros, and scores afoot. The 
village of some 800 population was only 
a quarter of a mile away and many came 
from there. Brethren lived in another vil- 
lage across the two-block-wide river, and 
a group came from there. One skinny lit- 
tle Indian man arrived riding a lovely 
horse. Behind him plodded two burros 
on which rode four children. Behind them 
all trudged a huge, fat, smiling-faced, 
barefoot Indian woman, carrying a pa- 
poose strapned to her back by a blanket. 
We visited four other churches in this dis- 
trict, some of them eight or nine miles 
from their home, and each night they 
were there, arriving and leaving in ex- 
actly the same formation. like a well- 
drilled army. I concluded that the reason 
she didn’t ride was twofold. She couldn’t 
climb to the back of a horse or burro and 
the poor brute would have sagged to the 
ground under the load if she could have 
mounted. But she seemed one of the 
most contented of the two hundred odd 
who came. She had a husband, five chub- 
by children, a nice pole and palm home, 
several acres of corn, a cow, a horse and 
a burro—and she had Christ in her heart. 


The huts here are not the low Indian 
huts as we usually see them or imagine 
them. The home in which we held services 
that night. and which is the church of 
that section, is one large room about 
twenty-five feet by thirty-five, with a 
twenty-foot-high roof. A coal oil lamp 
and several candles furnished the light, a 
table served as pulpit, and some 200 or 
more people stood for hours, untiring, as 
the Lord poured out His Spirit upon them. 
They sang and shouted and danced in the 
Svirit. We told them of the work of the 
Church of God throughout the world, 
then, as they begged for more, we 
preached a sermon. Several were saved. 
The night was pitch dark, there being no 
moon. Like shadowy bandits, they gath- 
ered their mules and horses and children 
and dogs and disappeared into the night, 
some of them to travel eight and ten 
miles over ox trails that I would scarcely 
care to attempt alone in the day time. 
One of the last to leave was the little

Indian, on his horse, followed by his four 
small children on two burros, and his fat, 
barefoot wife, trudging behind with her 
baby. As the darkness quickly swallowed 
them, and I thought of the utterly dark 
rough, muddy, and snake-infested trail 
that they must follow for seven miles, 
my heart lifted with thanksgiving to our 
Lord and Savior, and Captain of the 
army, who had granted us the privilege 
of bringing the gospel to a people who 
will make that effort to get to church. 
I think oft of us gospel-stuffed Ameri- 
cans, who stay at home if the weather or 
the preacher doesn’t happen to just suit 
our fancy. I slipped away in the utter 
darkness of the banana grove and spent a 
time in thankful praver, that Mexico, too, 
might hear the gospel. 


The next day, after a delightful swirr, 
with mv twelve-year-old son (who is our 
future Mexican missionarv if the Tord 
tarries) in the clear, warm, swift-flow- 
future Mexican missionary, if the Lord 
out on clear sand, 200 feet from shore 
and shoulder deep, we prepared for the 
next lap of the journey. Brother Negrete 
had come into these parts three months 
previously, leaving his church in Mexico 
City for two months. and had opened 
three churches. We had sent Brother 
Alberto Ortiz, one of Negrete’s converts, 
here to pastor the work, and another of 
our workers had gone into the district. 
So now, after three months, we had seven 
churches in the territory, and all must be 
visited. They told us that a car had never 
before gone where these other churches 
were to the northward of us. but that 
they thought we could follow the ox- 
cart trail and make it, and that if we 
could, we would find a better ox-cart 
trail leading back to the river ford by 
another route which would be much bet- 
ter than the one by which we had come 
in. So we drove the nine miles, through 
banana plantations, across grassy fields, 
and through tropical trees and under- 
brush, crossing another small river ford 
with a very long steep descent and ascent. 
But the ground was dry so we made the 
trip without mishap, passing one of our 
churches en route, where we took coffee 
and promised to return the next night for 
services, Our trail led us up over a grassy 
hill sprinkled with scattered trees and 
huts of the village. The scene reminded 





one much of pictures we have seen of 
parts of Africa. 

Here a brother, who owns vanilla plan- 
tations, had built himself a nice home at 
the edge of the village, and had recently 
added a church to the side of his house. 
Here some three hundred gathered for 
another glorious service. They rejoiced in 
the privilege of being part of the great 
world-wide moving of the Church of 
God, and thanked us for our visit, the 
first of an American in these parts. 

The next day we had a wonderful bap- 
tismal service in the near-by river, and 
in the afternoon rode on horses some five 
miles through the densest of tropics to an- 
other village, where we have yet another 
church, and where we held an afternoon 
service, returning just as people were 
gathering for our night service. I don’t 
know how our horse felt after jouncing 
200 pounds over ten miles of rough and 
steep trails, but I know how the horse’s 


rider felt, and I sympathized with the 


horse. 

We had ridden through several vanilla 
plantations en route. The underbrush is 
cleared away from the thickly growing 
trees to a height of about eight feet, and 
covering several acres. The vanilla vine is 
planted at the base of the tree and winds 
round and round the tree and out a 
branch. It produces a long green pod, not 
unlike our green bean, but several times 
larger. These beans, when ripe, turn a 
dark brown, are quite juicy, and smell 
like rich vanilla. It is quite a profitable 
business. 

The next morning we were to start the 
dreaded journey back over our weary 
route toward good roads and civilization, 
such as it is. And late that night it be- 
gan to rain. In the morning it was still 
raining. They told us it would rain like 
that for several days without stopping, 
and that I would either have to stay, or 
leave my car and go out by horse. But 1 
was needed in the Bible School and the 
office in Mexico City and I needed that 
car in my business. We had no chains, so 
we started skiddingly on our way toward 
Mexico City and heme, some four hun- 
dred miles away. The clay soil was as 
slick as a greased pig, but we made the 
two miles to the river in the swift time 
of thirty-five minutes. Here the ox-cart 
trail made a winding descent of some 
seventy-five feet, taking some 100 yards

My Impression of the Ministerial 
Conference in Maine

gaged, getting ready for another week’s 
work, 

The next morning Brother E. P. Paulk, 
Second Assistant General Overseer, ar- 
rived on an early train and soon other 
ministers. delegates, visiting brethren and 
friends began to arrive. Bv the time for 
the first service to begin I felt I was one 
of them (this being my first year to work 
in Maine). The state overseer and the en- 
tire ministry seemed of one heart and 
one soul. 

Every proposition which was presented 
was discussed pro and con and was not 
only accepted, but enthusiastically ac- 
cepted. Brother Brinsfield is held in high 
esteem by both ministry and laity; they 
seemed so happy that their overseer had 
been returned to work with them another 
year, and were inspired to work together 
to promote the work of the Church of 
God in Maine. Brother Paulk’s messages 
of instruction to the ministry, of encour- 
agement to the saints, and warning to 
the wayward and careless, were beyond 
human explanation.

Thirty-one years ago I took my fam- 
ily, wife and two small boys, and left 
Mt. Pleasant, Tenn., and went to the 
coal fields in Kentucky. Little did we 
know what God had in the future for us. 
We stayed about seven years in Ken- 
tucky. There came a coal strike and I 
went to Eldorado, Ill. At that time I had 
four children, three boys and one girl. 
That was in 1917. Brother D. P. Barnett 
was conducting an old time, Holy Ghost 
revival. The whole city was stirred. A 
certain church that wife and I belonged 
to had warned its members to stay away 
from the “Holy Roller” meetings, al- 
though we would go once in a while. In 
1919 my wife got sanctified and in Oc- 
tober of the same year she received the 
baptism of the Holy Ghost. I still held 
back, but I was convinced that it was 
the true and Bible way. Praise the Lord, 
February 22, 1922, Sunday morning be- 
tween ten and eleven o’clock the Lord 
sanctified me. March 31 the same year 
I was working in the mine. A rock fell 
on me, pinn'ng me under for about 
twenty minutes; broke my back in three 
places, which would have left me an in- 
valid for life if the Lord had not come 
down with healing in His wings while 
en route to the Chicago Hospital. I was 
only there a few days and surprised the 
doctors and nurses. One doctor said 
surely it was a higher power than man 
who undertook for me. This same doctor 
said when I left for Chicago that I 
would never live to get there. 


In 1937 I locked up my house in El- 
dorado. My son, who was in the Army at 
Ft. Knox, met us at Henderson, Ky., 
with his car and brought us to Mt. Pleas- 
ant, Tenn. My wife was coming through 
on the train with the dishes and bed 
clothes. We rented two rooms, borrowed 
chairs, a table and other things from 
my wife’s people. I wrote to Brother M. 
P. Cross, who was overseer of Tennessee 
at that time, for the state tent and some 
help. Wife and daughter, Louise, and I 
were the only ones who had the Pente- 
costal experience of the Holy Ghost. On 
une 29, 1937 we began a meeting with 
Brother Basil Ellis doing the preaching 
and Brother Martin and son helping in 
the singing, with my daughter at the 
piano. Brother Ellis only stayed a few 
days. After he left my daughter, wife 
and I went on a few days with the 
meeting. Then Brother Will'e Lyle came 
after about three weeks. The meeting 
broke through and people from other 
churches began to get the Holy Ghost 
experience and the devil began to get 
mad. There was a petition gotten up to 
stop us. They threatened to burn the 
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tent. They did cut nearly all the ropes 
one night, but we kept right on praying 
and preaching, singing and shouting the 
victory. After Brother Lyle left, Brother 
and Sister B. H. Clark, . of Wilburn 
Chapel, came. Sister Clark did some old 
time Holy Ghost preaching. At the close 
of the meeting, which ran for about ten 
weeks, Brother A. V. Beaube set a 
Church of God in order with eighteen 
members. Then we began to pray for a 
lot and the Lord answered our prayers 
and gave us a nice lot 100x290. We be- 
gan to pray for a building. The Lord 
knoweth our hearts. After we stayed 
about two winters under a tent, the 
Lord sent Brother J. L. Byrd, of Chatta- 
nooga, Tenn., in 1939. We all began to 
pray and put on drives and visited sev- 
eral lumber companies. After we raised 
all we could, we then needed two hun- 
dred dollars to make a down payment on 
the material. Ever since I had been here 
I had traded with just one man. We 
didn’t know what to do but just trust in 
the Lord. I told Brother Byrd I believed I 
could get him to go our note. We went 
to sce him. After hesitating for a while 
he told Brother Byrd that he couldn’t 
afford to turn us down, that Brother 
Medley was one of his best customers 
and he believed we were honest people 
and he hated to see us go through another 
winter in a tent. I want to say right 
here, he was a Church of Christ mem- 
ber, but I am sure the Lord was work- 
ing it all out, after the counsel of His 
own will. Praise the Lord! We now have 
a nice frame building 30x50 and are 
planning to have a dedication service the 
fifth Sunday of November (30th). We 
invite everyone who will to be with us 
that day. Our pastor, Brother Dagnan, 
has written Brother Bright and I am 
pretty sure he will be with us and prob- 
ably Brother Paulk. There will be all- 
day service, good singing, good preach- 
ing. Brother Bright will preach the ded- 
icatory message—H. L. Medley, 207 
Columbia Ave.

in the descent. At the start of the descent 
we had to pass the old ox trail which was 
cut straight up from the river out of the 
side of the sloping cliff. Our rear end 
skidded around dropped over the bank 
into the old cut and there we were, the 
front wheels resting on the newer road, 
or rather in the air above it, the rear 
wheels at a seventy-five-degree angle be- 
low in the old cut and the center riding 


on the edge of the cliff. 


We got out of the car in the drizzling 
rain and sang a chorus of praise unto God, 
for even in this we felt the thrill of be- 
ing in the battle with Christ for the sal- 
vation of souls. We can’t say we wee suf- 
fering for Christ’s sake, because we were 
not suffering. Though I will admit that 
the hopeless condition of the car, the 
eighteen miles of similar road ahead and 
its terrible wear on the car, were not 
pleasant thoughts. Then, too, we were 
happy that we still had our faith—at 
least part of it. 

Several Mexicans had come up on foot, 
and one of the brothers offered to get his 
ox team. I looked at the slick mud that a 
man could hardly walk on without fall- 
ing, and asked myself how an ox could 
pull a level load in that mud, let alone 
lift a heavy car over a cliff. But when the 
oxen came I felt a slight spark of faith 
begin to rise, about as big as a mustard 
seed, for they were the biggest animals 
of the cow extraction that I had ever seen. 
They stood level with my eyes. The tugs 
are fastened with a heavy block across 
their necks at the horns, and they lower 
their heads and do their pulling with those 
huge bull necks. They hooked on to my 
car with a heavy log chain and those oxen 
began to heave. But it was no use— 
elephants couldn’t move that car. But the 
Bible says that faith without works is 
dead, being alone. And when anything 
is dead it isn’t worth much, unless it’s 
the old man with his insurance. Some of 
them are worth more to their wives dead 
than they are alive. So when “works” in 
the form of those two huge oxen, just 
dug in a little deeper, planted their feet 
on the solid ground under that mud and 
really began to heave, and pulled that 
car out of there like a toy auto, my faith 
climbed the thermometer quite rapidly. 
“Why,” I said, “Lord, with your help, 
and those oxen, we can get out of this 
country in great shape.” 

The oxen trailed us to the other river, 
some ten miles, helping us whenever 
needed. And, incidentally, we used the 
oxen this time to reford the wide river. 
So we arrived in Martinez De Los Torres, 
eighteen miles from our starting place of 
the morning, at 6:00 p. m., just ten hours 
to make the eighteen miles. The rough 
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narrow road, climbing back up the moun- 
tains to the plateau above, seemed like 
paradise after our experience in the low- 
lands. So we are back in Mexico City, 
none the worse for our experience, but 
the poor Cheve is in the garage getting a 
much-needed overhauling. Only the Lord 
prevented our breaking a crank case or 
transmission housing, for scores of times 
huge solidly-imbedded boulders whamed 
with alarming force against them as we 
bounced around through the mud. The 
exhaust pipe was so flattened the exhaust 
wheezed like a winded horse. Should any 
of our readers feel led of the Lord to put 
a new car into the mission field of Mexi- 
co, we and the old Cheve would both 
gicatly appreciate it, and we assure you 
we will use horses and burros next time, 
in the place of a car, in those fields where 
cars have no business. We have several 
districts where we can go the first two 
and three hundred miles on paved roads 
and then should take the rest by horse- 
back. The work is growing rapidly all 
over Mexico and our calls to distant tields 
are numerous. We are turning the respon- 
sibility of the Bible school completely 
over to Sister Archer and her helpers, who 
are doing a wonderful job in training 
much-needed workers, and we are devot- 


ing our full time to the field work. 

Pray for Mexico. The doors are open, 
the devil is fighting, and we are march- 
ing on to glorious victory for Christ and 
the Church of God.
